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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that Sakaguchi fails to disclose the difference in the lattice constant between the interface of the porous layer 103 
and the non-porous layer 102. 

Applicant's argument is not persuasive because of the following reasons below: 

1) First, the limitation of different in lattice constant is not included in the claim; 

2) Second, the Sakaguchi reference does disclose "a strain gradient introduced at the interface of the second semiconductor layer 
and the first semiconductor layer " because the Sakaguchi reference discloses that the interface between the second porous layer 103 
and the non-porous layer 102 which is "different from the bonding interface" (column 14, lines 1-7); 

3) Third, Sakaguchi clearly teaches that "It is already known that, due to a difference in a lattice constant caused by using different 
materials..." (column 9, lines 3-4). Therefore, the lattice constant is different between the interface of the porous layer 103 and the non- 
porous layer 102 because they are "different materials"; 

4) And fourth, Applicant asserts that Sakaguchi teaches that there is no "strain gradient" or no "difference in the lattice constant " 
introduced at the interface between the porous layer 103 and the non-porous layer 102 because they are two different porous materials. 
However, there is nowhere in the Sakaguchi reference teaches the limitation as asserted by Applicant. 

Therefore, Applicant falls to provide the evidences to support Applicant's position. In conclusion, if Applicant belies that the strain 
gradient is not introduced at the interface of the two layers having "different materials" and "different from the bonding interface", then 
Applicant is requested to support that position with facts. 

The rest of applicant's arguments, addressed to the amended claims were considered in the rejections shown last rejection. 
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
